PREFACE 


The  legislation  that  created  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  requires 
that  states  prepare  an  annual  report  on  planned  services  carried  out  with 
Block  Grant  funds.  To  fulfill  these  requirements,  this  report  provides  Fiscal 
Year  1995  information  about  agencies  participating  in  the  social  services 
network,  services  provided  and  characteristics  of  individuals  to  be  served. 

The  charts  included  show  projected  participants  and  expenditures  as  they 
relate  to  agencies,  services  and  funding  sources. 

Combined  federal,  state  and  local  funds  provide  funding  for  25  separate  social 
services  through  a network  of  eight  state  agencies,  making  the  block  grant 
program  one  of  the  main  sources  of  funds  for  providing  social  services  to  the 
needy.  For  Fiscal  Year  1995,  Social  Services  Block  Grant  claims  are  expected 
to  be  in  excess  of  $193  million. 
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the  department  stresses  resocialization  and  treatment.  Also,  it  provides 
social,  educational,  vocational,  recreational  and  health  services  in  youths'  own 
homes  and  in  foster  homes,  group  homes  and  institutions.

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COMPREHENSIVE  YOUTH  DEVELOPMENT 


Definition 

Comprehensive  activities  designed  to 
improve  personal  and  social 
functioning  of  youths  and  their 
families.  The  activities  aim  to 
prevent  future  contact  with  the 
juvenile  justice  system.  Youths  may 
be  placed  in  regular  or  specialized 
group  homes  or  foster  homes  when 
appropriate. 

Components 

. Assessment  and  evaluation  of  a 
person's  or  family's  needs. 

. Personal,  family  or  group 
counseling . 

. Development  of  and  linkage  with 
community  resources  and  advocacy  on 
behalf  of  the  person  needing  help. 

. Crisis  intervention. 

. Skill  development  activities. 

. Organized  group  recreation 
activities . 

. Room  and  board  may  be  included  as 
an  integral  but  subordinate  part  of 
the  service  but  only  for  a short 
term. 

. Temporary  emergency  shelter  may  be 
provided  as  a protective  service. 


Relationship  to  Goals 

The  allied  agencies  direct  this  service 
at  national  goals  II,  III  and  IV.  It 
provides  support,  guidance  and 
supervision  to  youths  to  assist  them  in 
functioning  at  their  maximum  potential 
in  the  community.  This  service 
develops  self-sufficiency;  prevents  or 
remedies  neglect,  abuse,  or 
exploitation;  and  prevents  or  reduces 
inappropriate  institutional  care. 

Guidelines  for  Need 

DCFS  provides  services  to  status 
offenders  and  other  troubled  youths  in 
need  of  delinquency  prevention 
activities . 

DOC  provides  services  to  young  people 
who  are  juvenile  offenders,  delinquent 
or  who  are  pre-delinquent  youth  or 
other  youths  in  custody  of  DOC.
